The discovery of new planets adds new complications to 
Astrology, for through the increase of the already numerous elements 
of delineation the problem of interpretation is made more difficult, 
On the other hand, their discovery creates new possibilities for the 
delineation of heretofore unexplained characteristics, abilities and 
destinies of human beings. This happened with the discovery of 


Uranus, then with Neptune, and now more recently, with the discovery 
of Pluto. 


‘At all times it has been the task of astrology to determine 
‘tion 
it amount of purely empirical material. However, all 
mystical speculations, especially those pertaining to the name of 
the planet should be omitted, for such naming is done by modern 
‘Astronomers who have no desire to know anything of the psycho-physical 
influence of the stars and who (frequently) have only scorn and ridi~ 
cule for the assumption that such an influence exists. In ny 


opinion, Uranus would have been better nanes "Electron" and Neptune 
"Payche." 


Insofar as it concerns the empirical results of the investi~ 
gation concerning the influence of Pluto, the author has accomplished 
the task in this book with excellent skill and great diligence. He 
has in every single case sifted the characteristic influences of Pluto 

‘known astrological elenents, and thus deter- 
mined the influence of the new planet. The author has thus contri- 
buted not only very valuable theoretical knowledge of the character= 
fatics of Pluto, but he has also given practical material for the 
consideration of the practicing astrologer.

CHAPTER IV 
WHICH SIGH IS RULED BY PLUTO? 


Xf ve consider the sequence of the signs assigned to th 
more secently discovered planets (Saturn's sign Aquarius to Uranurs 
‘upiver's sign Pisces to Neptune), one would be misiead by follow: 
Ang the sane’ sequence and assigning te Pluto the sige of Act 

This would give a continoove sequnnce lquariue, Places, Artes) aod 
Mars would fenain ruler over the sign Sevepio. ‘But ue cannot always 
take use of sequence as Ln proven by the dignitaries and debilitiey 
Of the planets. Furthermore, we have to take into consideration 
Dove ail else, che nature of the planets involved. 


In view of the fact that the zodiac is so diverse and that 
the question of the assignent of the twelve signs {8 still very much 
& subject of controversy, I shall not use the zodiac as a base in 
solving this question, but rather the circle of the planets following 
the old order asa constant foundation. T shall take into consider 
ation the prinordtal qualities and elesents, because all other methods 
of deduction give false results, We have, therefore, to deal with 
the five anefently known planets, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Venus and 
Mercury. 


Beginning with the most distant from the Sun, that Ls to 
with Saturn, we arrive at the folloving logical and senaible arrange= 
nent. 


SATURN in an earthy planet, previously having cule over an 
earth and an air siga, Te retained tulership over the earthy #ign of 
Capricorn, corresponding to its basic nature, while it had to yield 
the airy Sign of Aquarius to the airy planet, Uranus. (Most modern 

‘speak of Uranus as an airy planet, but in the strict sense, 
At dn an earthy-airy planet, acting on a material-spiritual plane, 
As the First of the outer planets it has the task of spiritualizing 
the naterial, to unfetter and set free the earth-bount qualities of 
the wign Aquarius, This 4s why Saturn ts fighting for rulerehip 
rte 1s found in the sign Aquarius. Mote the present strained 
tonal political relations, 


JUPITER is a firey planet, previously ruling over a fire 
sod a vacer sign. Ie retained the Gig of Sagittarius, vholly 
corresponding with its nature, while the vatery sign of Pisces has 
been assigned to the vater planet, Neptune, 


MARS is a firey planet and previously it ruled over a fire 
and avater sign, It retains the firey sign of Aries alone, entirely 
corresponding with its basic principles, while the va ay 
Scorpio, ia being assigoed to the watery planet, Pluto, (Pluto is 
polar, nancly, vater-fire, with water elesents predominating.)

By this saxe principle, the airy planet YEIUS retains ths 
ets eign Livre, ylolding tho oarth eign, Zeurus, to the cocont Venus 
St cose tim ih dhe Zuure, iis planot has besa dtccovered 23 
and is knovn os Plesst P for tho tine being.

Scorpio 
4s destre, Pluto is the phoenix resurrecting fron its own aches, 
Sccrpio 1s destined to bring high vibrations in sctence and in 
spiritual 1ife, Scorpio is frequently spiritually cranped but, at 
the sane time, it has good aptitudes, a deep spiritual insight 
which, hovever, must have cone out of the astral plane. 


Scorpio vibrations agree perfectly vith Pluto, Pluto 
does not act Like Aries, but Like Scorpio; there 1s less sensuality 
im Artes, vhile it is innate in the sex sign Scorpio. A schenatic 
Procedure ta quiteunthinkable, Thus, for instance, Neptune would 
never have been satisfactory in Sagittarius. Pluto could never 


have entered a fire sign, just as Neptune would be tll-placed in 
any ftrey ois; 


There te still another consideration, Mars and its sign 
Aries represent beginnings, birth; nature vakes up in the Spring 
‘ign of Aries in order to wither avay, to sleep, to die in the sign 
Scorpio, Thus, we haver Aries -- beginning, birth; Scorpio 
death, Pluto is the planet of death, Furthercore, 
very reasons, Scorpio represents the Last chord of Aries, and thus 
Pluto stands for the last chord of Mars, Now ve realize that the 
recently discovered water planet, Pluto, can under no circumstances 
be the ruler of the sign Aries, 


But I go one atep further, Mythology provides us with ad= 
Aietonal clues, It is vell known that Pluto is the lord of the un= 
dorvorld and of the reals of the dead, There is nothing nore 
reasonable than to assign the sign Scorpio to hin. Furthermore, 
Pluto's principal sysbol is the belnet rendering one invisible, 
the magic hood, vhich very ably characterizes Fluto's iavisib: 
concealed and subterranean, hidden activities. But these, again, 
‘are typically Scorpio characteristics. 


We have another indication in the fact that Pluto's entire 
enviroment has serpents as attributes. Cerberus, the infernal dog, 
fae serpents wound around his chest; Persephone, Pluto's wife, and 
the avenging goddesses (Sxynies) weateerpente ia their hair, and 
serpents cone under the sign Scorpio.
